“John Malone of Warren Co., N. C, cannot be definitely placed in 
the Malone family tree, since he came from Dinwiddie Co., Va. whose 
records were mostly destroyed. This author has found no Dinwiddie 
Malone records pre-existing 1780, and John Malone was in Granville 

i Co., N. C. in 1762. He is noted first in a 1762 deed in Granville 
Co., N. C. in which "John Malone of Dinwiddie Co., Va." is deeded land 
by Nathaniel and George Roberson. [Granville Co. Deed Bk F, p 461] A 
portion of Granville Co. became Bute Co. in 1764 and later Warren Co. 
in 1779, and here we find John Malone's will dated 2-6-1774 naming 
sons Wood, Frederick, and James Davis Malone; and sons-in-law James 
Dozier and George Tucker.

A year or two ago, when! was on Prodigy, you helped me with information on 
my ancestor, lvey Malone. At the time, you asked for information about Malone 
marriages and | was unabie to help you. Recently, | was given a document which has 
been in our family for at least 40 years. | don’t know who did the original research, 
but much of it seems to have been put together from personal knowledge and/or 
documents to which | have no access. | thought you might find the information of 
some use. 


If any of this information links up with any information you already have, | 
would appreciate hearing from you. Also, if you know of anyone who is researching 
any of these lines, please share the information and pass along my name. | would be 
delighted to correspond with them. 


With the "family legends" about Ivey Malone and his daughter-in-law, Eliza 
Jones, | am hopeful of finding some information on their parents, although looking for 
a Malone from Ireland and a Jones from Wales has got to be a lot like looking for a 
needle in a haystack. You will see that lvey Malone’s father was a Methodist minister 
who, supposedly, gave the first sermon heard in Wayne Co. MS. I’ve looked into this 
a little, but have not been able to find any information which verifies this story. 


| just dug out a note you sent me once upon a time, which consists of copies 
of several index cards with Malone names. One of them, MOOO6O,is for an Avery 
Malone, 1811, Wayne Co.; the other, MOO063, Drury Malone, 1813, MS Territory & 
1814, Greene Co. (Chick. River). It has occurred to me that these are both actually 
Ivey Malone, first name misspelled. According to the enclosed Malone history, Ilvey’s 
family settled near the Chickasahay River, and | know he was in both Wayne and 
Greene Cos. 1! don’t think either of the names could be his father’s name, as the 
names Drury or Avery never show up in the family.

In some cases, | have checked 
census records to obtain birthdates, but | have made no effort to check out all the 
information contained in the original document. Much of it must have been compiled 
from personal knowledge, and | do not know who originally compiled the list. | have 
also checked some Malone marriages through published indices of marriages in Mobile 
and have added those marriage dates which were easily identifiable. My additions are 
in italics. The original document has proven to be remarkably accurate. The stories 
about Ivey Malone and Eliza Jones are exactly as they appear in my copy of the 
original list.

24, 1827 [their marriage is listed in the Mobile Marriage Records as December 19, 
1828], bringing her to Mauvilla, Mobile Co., AL, where they lived their entire married 
life, celebrating their Golden Wedding Anniversary in 1877 with all their children, 
grandchildren and one great-grandchild (Shelton Frederic) present. John and Eliza 
Malone were the parents of 13 children, 6 of whom survived them, with 50 
grandchildren and 53 great-grandchildren. John Malone died suddenly of heart failure 
November 16, 1889, aged 84 years {/OSGQ lists date of death as November 14, 
71884), Eliza Malone died of Senile Debility, October 15, 1899, aged 96 years. Both

Eliza Jones was born of Welch parentage. Her parents came to America and 
settled first at Savannah, GA, where Eliza and her sister (Mrs. Parmenter) (Nancy 
dones m. William Parmenter on August 29, 1831 in Mobile) were born. He then made 
the trip with his family and effects to New Orleans by boat and opened a trading post 
where the St. Charles Hotel now stands (the deeds were destroyed by fire; nothing 
of records). (According to the latest information | have been able to find, there were 
three St. Charles Hotels, apparently all built on the same spot. Two of them burned 
down and the third was torn down in the 1970's and replaced by a parking lot. The 
first St. Charles was very famous in 1830-1850 and was located in the American 
Quarter of New Orleans. / haven’t yet been able to find out exactly where it was 
focated, but am still looking.) There one boy was born. Her father, Jones, fought 
under Jackson, and Eliza Malone, accompanied by the old Spanish serving woman and 
her sister carried food and clothing to her father in the trenches on the day of the 
Battle. Shortly after the Battle of New Orleans, yellow fever broke out in New Orleans 
and both the father and mother fell victim. The old Spanish woman cared for the 
children until their Uncle Thomas Jones came from Marengo Co., AL to get them. The 
trip was made on horseback and he fearing to stay in the stricken place brought only 
the children out on his horse, leaving all papers, etc., expecting to return later for 
them. He died shortly after reaching home, so all was lost. On the trip out, the baby 
boy fell ill, and a friend of the family at whose house they had stopped offered to care 
for the child until the uncle could return for him. So Eliza and her sister never saw 
their brother again, as when she was old enough to make inquiries, all traces were 
lost and forgotten. An investigation was made during the 70’s by Mr. Cucule, a son- 
in-law of Mr. Allen’s, and the record was found which located his claim to the land 
where the St. Charles now stands. No records can be found. [Guess this means that 
records were found in 1870's but could not be found when this document was 
written.]

I am enclosing the Malone family sheets. I went back to the 
1850 census and got information for Ivey's sons William and Grif- 
fin, and for his second wife, Sarah. I'm sorry it took so long to 
get these to you. 


Thank you for telling me about the Griffin chart in Family 
Puzzler magazine. It took three libraries before I found a copy, 
but eventually I did. It certainly gives one a good idea of how 
two people can multiply until they cover the face of the earth. 
Ivey was apparently no slouch when it came to multiplying either. 
If we could get a complete list of all his children, it is proba- 
bly close to twenty, the number my sister and I remember hearing. 


I reread you Prodigy note and my reply. My note didn't come 
out the way I intended. My excuse is that there were people 
hanging around, muttering things about mothers who hog all the 
computer time. I would like to give you a hand on the Malones, 
please. I realize now my note never said that, but I was so busy 
trying to explain why I had so little information for you that I 
failed to notice the omission. 


I am in the DC area, so [I have plenty of places to do re- 
search, but I truly don't have a lot of time. In addition, I'm 
not keen on being in downtown DC on a cold, dark night. Things 
get better as the days get longer. If you will send me the infor- 
mation you have and indicate which blanks you need filled in, I 
will do my best. It may take some time, but I would like to try. 


I have noticed one thing on the Griffin chart. Lucy Malone 
is listed as having married a James Rosher and I have seen some- 
thing which indicates the name is really Risher. I need to relo- 
cate whatever it was I saw and copy it, then I'll get back to you 
-- unless you already know this. I can't believe I have any 
information that you don't already have. 


Do you have any information on John Malone's wife, Eliza 
Jones? As a child, I think I heard her father was a preacher 
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(don't remember which denomination, but think it may have been 
Methodist) and that he and she were involved in some manner in the 
Battle of New Orleans. I know you aren't researching Louisiana, 
but Eliza lists her place of birth as Alabama. I haven't made any 
attempt yet to research the Jones name, especially that far back 
in time. I don't think I'm good enough at research yet, especial- 
ly when I can't even find my own grandfather! 


I look forward to hearing from you. Thank you again for your 
help. I hope I can be of some help to you with the Malones.

Jobn Malone married Eliza Jones at Spring Hill, Marengo County, Ala., 
December 24; 1627, bringing her to Mauvilla, Mobile County, Alabama, 

where they ifved their entire married life, celebrating their golden’ 
wedding anniversary in 1877 with all their chéldren, grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild (Shelton Frederic) present. John and Eliza Malone were 
the parents of 13 children, six of whom survived them, with 50 grand- 
children and 53 great- grandchildren. Johm Malone died suddénly of heart 
failureNov. 16, 1884, aged 78 years. Eliza Malone died of Senile Debilit: 
October 15, 1899, aged 99 years. ; 


Elige Jones was born of Welsh parentage. Her parents came to America and 
settled first at Savannah, Ga., where Eliza and her sister (Mrs. Fermente: 
were born, He then made a trip with his family and effects by boat to 
New Orleans and opened a trading post where the St. Charles Hotel now 
stands. (The deeds: or patents are still there on record in his name.) 
-There one boy was born. Her father, Jones, fought under Jackson, and 
Eliza Malone, accompanied by the Old Spanish Serving woman, and her siste: 
carried food "and clothing to her father in the trenches the day of the 
battle. Shortly after the Battle of New Orleans, yellow fever broke out 
in New Oeleans and both the father and mother fell victims. The Old 
Spanish woman cared for the children until their Uncle Thomas Jones came 
from Marengo County, Alabama, to get them, The trip was made on horse- 
back and he, fearing to ‘stay in the stricken place, brought only the 
children out on his horse, Leaving all papers, etc., expecting to return 
later for them. He died shortly after reaching ‘home, soall was lost. 

On the trip out, the baby boy fell ill and a friend of the family at 
whose house the had stopped offered to care for the child until the 

uncle could return for it. So Eliza Jones and her sister never saw their 
brother again, as when she was old encugh to make inquiries all races.
